On December 11th, many juniors and seniors took a trip 
to the auditorium where they gave blood. Students had to be 
at least seventeen years of age, 110 lbs., and have parental per¬ 
mission to give blood. Once there, students were asked some 
preliminary questions and had their fingers pricked. Then, they 
were taken over to reclining chairs to have a pint of blood taken. 
The needle was inserted into the crease of their arms into a vein. 
Blood donors squeezed a stress ball every few seconds to pump 
the blood into the bags. After they were done, a kind volunteer 
helped them get a free snack and drink while they waited for a 
few minutes to lose possible dizziness. Once cleared, students 
returned to class and were told to take it easy for the rest of the 
day. Seniors, Josh Jang and Kaitlyn Sutherland, both remarked, 
later in the evening that donating blood made them excessively 
tired by the end of the day. 

The short 30-45 minutes that participants spent in the audito¬ 
rium that day may have not seemed like a big deal to them. Per¬ 
haps they were taking the opportunity to get out of class or doing 
it because a friend was. Whatever the reason, these students little 
decision to donate blood saved a life somewhere. At the time 
of the blood drive, Christmas was quickly approaching; students 
likely had plans of shopping for gifts on their minds, while their 
blood was being taken. Just as likely though, the thought of what 
they were doing at the time, donating blood, 
was one of the best gifts they could ever give that Holiday Season. 
They gave the gift of life to someone in need.

I decided in Novem¬ 
ber 2006 to attend 
one school year in an 
American high school. 

I get the opportunity 
to get to know another 
country, to get to know 
people, to learn English, 
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and to experience the American high school. So what is the great differ¬ 
ence? 

I came here on August 25th, 2007 and my first impression was: “wow, 
everything is so big!” Really everything! The cars, the streets, the houses, 
the supermarkets and especially the school. It was the first time I was 
overwhelmed by the amount of people who were moving. I was lost. In 
Germany I have attended a big school, too. We have like 1600 students in 
grades 5-13 (Yes, I have to go to school for 13 years). But we have 2 build¬ 
ings and the students of grades 5-10 are divided in classes which always stay 
together in one classroom. And the teachers are moving from class to class.

Four years ago, Battlefield opened its arms to welcome 
students with all kinds of talent, especially musical ones.
